| | has reviewed the composite draft of 

DCHQD 1/11 on the Security Committee and has come hack with same oral 
comments which i will try to convey in this memorandum. Meanwhile, 

| has gone back to his desk to try another draft which will incorporate 
his suggestions. When he has this ready he will call you to discuss it. 


| | suggests that a statement be added to charge 

the Committee with responsibility for specifying and coordinating classifica- 
tion controls, compart mentation controls, and dissemination controls. I’m 
not sure 1 understand everything he has in mini, but he is thinking in part, at 
least, of such things as "Eyes Only, " "re lease to, " "sensitive” and other 
similar kinds of controls stamps. The objective would be to reduce the number 
and variety of these kinds of controls and introduce some standardization and 
compatibility among them. 

The clause beginning after die first semicolon in 
paragraph. ..2 should be inverted and reworded to say "to promote practical 
means for the implementation of these duties and responsibilities through 
development of coordinated security standards and practices. ” 

He suggests that footnote 2 be left in to serve as a 
cross -reference and that ihe first three words "in coordination with, " be 
deleted and the word "which” be deleted at the end of the first line. 


suggests that the phrase "and to a practical 
extent common procedures” be restored at the end of paragraph 2. I said 
I thought that phrase would be a burden of detail that a committee shouldn't 
have to be concerned about, I said I didn't think the Committee should 
attempt to concern itself with the internal procedures of the several 
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departments and agencies and chat CIA for one would not take kindly to being 
told by a communi ty committee wind procedures it should employ. I cited 
toe new ! as an example of our different implementation of the 

Government order, giving a couple of specific examples. He acknowledged 
tost this point may hare some validity but feels tost toe phrase "to a 
practical extent" is an adequate qualifier. He also feels that "procedures" 
should be restored to paragraph 3. a. but will accede to toe inserting of "to 
a practical extent. ” 


In paragraph 3.c, he foals the words "and practices" 
should be restored in both places. He wants the last clause "and to the 
effectiveness, risk, cost and efficiency considerations involved" restored. 
Effectiveness and efficiency could be deleted but he says he Is quite certain 
that Ids superiors in toe IC Staff will insist upon having toe Committee 
assume some responsibility for ride and cost. 


| questions toe deletion from paragraph 3.c. 
of the words "and their contractors" at the beginning of the third line. I 
said that contractors are considered to be an extension of Government depart* 


meats gad agencies who are required to comply with toe rules imposed by the 
contractual relationship and there Is no way toe Committee can exercise any 
influence over contractors except through toe contracting agency; there may 
erven be legal impediments to the exercise of any Comm ittee influ ence over 

contractors. Acknowledging this point to some extent, nevertheless 

is insistent dud some language be Included to clarify contractor relationships. 


foals toe last two Hoes of paragraph 3.e. 
should be restored. He says that other DCID’s are being drafted to require 
other committees to consult with the Security Committee on technical 
measures sod he feels the statement is needed here to provide "toe other 
side of toe coin. "

In paragraph f. he suggests deletion of the last three 
words "t h ro ugh the USI0** because they want this to be a candid report from 
toe Chairman to toe Director. 

Paragraph 4 should be restored as a means of giving 
toe Committee some power to get what information it needs to fulfill its 
responsibilities . The language in paragraph 4 has been adopted and will be 
included in toe DC ID's governing all of the other committees. 
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I am sure you will do a much better job at 
representing your views than I have done and I can’t say that I am 
reluctant to get out of the middle.

COORDINATION OF MAINTENANCE OF SECURITY 
(Effective ) 


Pursuant to provisions of Subsection 102(d) of the National Security 
Act of 1947, as amended, and pursuant to provisions of NSCID No. 1, a 
standing committee is hereby established. 

The United States Intelligence Board’s Security Committee, 
established , is hereby terminated. 


1. Name 

The committee will be known as the Security Committee. 

2. Mission 

The mission of the committee, under the general guidance 
of the Director of Central Intelligence, is to advise, assist and generally 
a.ct for the DCI in the discharge of Ms duties and responsibilities set forth 
in NSCID No. 1 with respect to the protection %j of intelligence, intelligence 
information and </>f. intelligence sources and methods from unauthorized 
disclosure; and, with respect to the coordinatio n of s ecurity standards and 
practices, to promote practical means for the imp lementation of these duties 
and respo nsibilitie s ;

a. To recommend to the DCI, through the USIB, appiropriate 
directives for the establishment of technical criteria/ and standards /fid 
iW&WMVj/ for tire security protection of inteJUigenceT intelligence 
in formation and intelligence sources and methods, and to coordinate 
the implementation of approved directives. 

k* 1° advise and assist the DCI with respect to coordinated 
implementation of hxccutivc Order 11652 within the intelligence community/ 
in resp ect to provisi ons for co inpartmentatlon policies and. procedures and 
tiie exemption of comp ar tmon tcd inform ation from automatic declassification 

c. To develop and review security standards of 

4>t444 Government departments and agencies 
as such standards relate to the pro- 

tection of intelligence and // intelligence sources and methods, ////, 

d* io call upon departments and agencies, as appropriate, 
to investigate within their department: or agency any unauthorized 
disclosure of intelligence, intelligence information or of intelligence 
sources and // methods; to report these investigations to die DCI, through 
UolB, together with, an assessment of damage realized and corrective 
measures taken within the departments and agencies involved; and to 
recommend any additional actions as appropriate. 

c. To advise and assist other committees of USIB on the 
technical, aspects of providing security protection to US intelligence, 
intelligence information and intelligence sources and methods. 


f. To summarize annually the activities of the committee and 
to report its accomplishments to the DCI through the USIB. 


Recommendations shall be consonant with the responsibility of 
each department and agency for the protection of intelligence and 
of intelligence sources and methods within its own organization 
from unauthorized disclosure .
